Memorandum of agreement made on tlie Stk day oi September one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-two between the (Jentrai Uo-opeinlive Bank Ed., a Society' incor- 
porated under the (Jo-operative Societies Act, 1912* (Act 11 of l'J12) having its registered 
nead oitice at Madliipuia and the Central Co-opeiati\e Stores ana Market Ed., Madki- 
pura, a Society incorporated undei me same Act having its registered head ufb.ce at 
Madhipuru, hereinafter called ‘ 1 The Central Bank and S lores,” of the one part and the 
Secretary of State for India in Council hereinafter called “ The Secretary ot State ” of 
the other part. 

.YVHEltEAS the Central Bank and Stores intend to construct buildings lor the 
purpose of accommodating the Central Bank Uthee and for locating the Co-opora tive 
Stores and Market, and huvo upplied to ike Governor of Bihar and Orisba in Council 
(hereinafter called the Eocal Government) for the acquisition under the provisions oi the 
.Land Acquisition Act, 18111 (Act 1 oi 18D1) heieinuiter loiened to as “ The baid Act " 
oi the land described in the Schedule hoi e under written and delineated on the map here- 
unto annexed whereon to eioct and maintain buildings for use in connection with the 
business and objects of the Central Bank and Stoics namely for accommodation of the 
Central Bank Ulhce and lor office, stores and Sale house of the Central Co-operative 
Stores and Market, Limited. 

AND WHEltEAS the Eocal Government being butibhed by an enquiry held under 
their older under section 1U oi the said Act that the said acquisition is necessary for 
the construction oi the said works and that such woks aio likely to prove useful to 
the public, have consented to the said acquisition pursuant to the provisions oi the said 
Act on condition oi the Contrai Bunk and Stoics entering into buck agieement as is 
hereinafter contained. 5 UW THESE PRESENTS WITNESS and it is hereby agreed 
and declared as follows : — 

1. The Central Bank and Stores shall and will piovido for payment and reimburse 
to the Local Government in the manner heremaiLer mentioned the entire cost oi acquir- 
ing the said land pursuant to the provisions oi the said Act including ull compensation, 
damages, costs, charges and expense wliatsoevei which have been or may bo paid or 

. incurred in lespcct oi or on account ot such acquisition and all law r costs and other 
expenses which nave been or may be incurred by the Local Government upon or in lespect 
oi or incidental to the said acquisition or any li ligation arising therefrom either in the 
original or appellate courts, and including the cost oi the establishment and salary oi 
the uiiicer or ollicers of Government to bo employed by the Local Government in con- 
nection with or for the purpose oi such acquisition. 

The moneys which shall become payable as aforesaid shall be paid by the Central 
Bank and Stores to the Collector unuor the surd Act within seven days of the receipt 
of u notice from the said Collector in this behali requiring payment oi the whole or 
any part oi such moneys as may bo due and payable. 

2. Un payment of all sums which may be payable under the preceding clause, the 
ISti retary of State shall transfer the said land to the Central Bank and Siores so as io 
vest the same absolutely in the Central Bank and Stores subject to the conditions here- 
inafter contained and the said land shali be used by the Central Bank and Stores for 
the works and purposes set lorth in the preamble. 

3. The works hereinbefore specified shall be commenced immediately on such trans- 
fer being completed and shall be completed and rendered lit for use within a period of 
two years from the completion of the said transfer or buck iurtker period as the Collector 
may signify in writing. 

4. If at any time or times any pait or parts of the said land shall be necessary to 

be possessed by the Local Government for the purpose of Revenue Administration or for 
purposes connected with public health, safety or necessity (of which matter the Local 
Government shall be the sole Judge) the Central Bank and Stores shall on being there- 
unto required by the Local Government transfer to the Secretary of State such part 
or parts of the said laud as the Local Government shall specify to be necessary for the 
purposes aforesaid and in consideration of such transfer llie Secretary of State shall pay 
to the Central Bank and Stores a sum equal to the amouut of the compensation awarded 
under the said Act and paid by the Central Bank and Stores in respect of the land the 
subject of the transfer upon the acquisition thereof for the Central Bank and Stores 
including the amount awarded in lespect thereof under section 23 (2) oi the said Act 
together with compensation ior the buildings erected on such part or parts at a valuation 
to be determined by the Collector. An appeal from the decision of the Collector shall 
lie to the Commissioner and the decision of the Collector or where an appeal has been 
preferred against such decision, the decision of the Commissioner determining such 
.valuation as aforesaid shall bo final, conclusive and binding on the Central Bank 
and Stores. , 

5. If at any time the said land or any part or parts thereof shall no longer be 
required by the Central Bank and Stoies fur the works and purposes set forth in the 
preamble hereof, the Central Bank and Stores shall if desirous of selling or assigning 
the said land or such part or parts thereof as aforesaid first offer the same to the Local 
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Government at u price equal to the amount o± compensation awarded under the said 
Act and paid by tire (^enlral Bank and Stures in reapect ot tlie land so intended to be 
sold upon tire acquisition tlieroot tor the Central BanX and Stores including tire amount 
awarded in rebpeot thereof under section 23 {2) of tlie aaid Act and siiall not make any 
sale or assignment tlieiooi to any other party until such offer shall have been declined 
by the -Local Government. 

When such offer has been made by the Ccntial Bank and Stores the Local Govern- 
ment may -accept it in respect oi such part or parts ot the land bo ottered as it may deem 
ht and decline it as to the remainder. 

it the Local Government accept any otter made under this clause the Oentiui 
Bank and Stores shall be entitled within six months ironi the date on which buch 
acceptance is communicated to the Central Bank and Stores to remove all buildings 
uud structures oh the land or pait or parts thereof accepted ua aforesaid by the Local 
Government. 

b. The public will have such right of access to and use of the land and preinibeb of 
the Central Co-operative Bank Ld., as may be necessary for the transaction of their 
business with that Society. „ 

7. in the case of a breach by the Central Bank an^f^tores of any of the teims and 
conditions oi this agreement, the Secretary of State shall be entitled to re-enter on the 
whole oi the said land without payment of any compensation to the Central Lank and 
Stoies and upon such re-entry the interest oi the Central Bank and Stores in the said 
land shall cease and determine. 

In the erent oi le-entry by the Secretary of State under this clause the Central 
Bank and Stores shall bo entitled to lernove within six months from the date of such 
entry all buildings and structures on the said land. 

8. Should any dispute or differenco aiise touching or concerning the subject matter 
of this agreement or any covenant clause or thing herein contained other than dispute 
or difference as to the valuation of buildings determined or to bo determined under the 
provisions of clause 4 the same shall be referred to the Local Government and the opinion 
and decision of the said Government upon such disputes or difference shall be final and 
conclusive and binding on the parties hereto.

— The following additions and alterations in the Building 
y^Laws of flio TVfunioipal C otnm ittc© of l)©lhi, pn Wished with. Cliifif ComxQiflsion©r , s 
Notification No. 3668-Education, dated the 28th May 1915, have heen approved l>y the 
Chief Commissioner, Delhi, and are hereby published for general information. 

They will come into force 0 weeks after the date of publication of this Notification. 

Additions and Alterations. 

“ 1. (d) ' Tnbahited room ’ means a tooui in which some person ordinarily passe# 
thb night or which ordinarily is used as a living room. 

fi, Tho plinth of masonry buildings shall he : — 

(a) not less than 2 feet above the level of Ibe centre of the street or open space 
on whiob tbe front of the building abuts if tbe ground floor is to bo used 
for human residence or occupation; 

(h) not less than 1 foot above such level in other cases, except ware-houses and 
stables in which a sloping plinth of 1 foot in the centre to P> inches in the 
entrance will be deemed sufficient. 

14. No drain for th'e disposal of rain-water or house-drainage shall be constructed 
within the thickness of any wall of any building, nor will long projecting spouts 
(parnal a s) he allowed, 

16. All stack-pipes for ibe disposal of sullnge roof drainage shall he of cast iron. 

26. No portion of any building in a street in which a Building lane has heen fixed 
by a resolution of the Committee shall he built io project beyond such line. 

20. No portion'of any building abutting on any street or lane, to which from time 
to time the Committee may by resolution declare this rule to apply, shall he built within 
7^ feet of what was the centre of such street or lane at the time of the passing of these 
Bye-Laws, and no portion of any building nhuiting on any street or lane shall he built 
within 4 feet of what was the centre of such street or lane at the time of the passing of 
these Bye-Laws, provided; — 

(1) flint when the Municipal Committee lias laid down a Building Line to regulate 

frontage of buildings in any street or lane, the Municipal Committee may 
permit a building to he constructed up to that line irrespective of the 
distance of anv portion of it from the centre of the existing street or lane ; 

(2) that the mere opening' of a door, doorway or a window may he sanctioned by 

the Committee without directing a set hack ; 

(3l tb'il in case of re-erection of a building, if tbe applicant omits to include tbe 
wall or tbe portion abutting tbe street ni lane ns aforesaid in bis applica- 
tion, it will be in tbe discretion of the Committee to disallow the re-erection 
of the building applied for. if it is of opinion that the wall or portion thus 
abutting has been excluded simply to defeat this Bye-Law: 

(4) that the land vacated in consepucuce of the enforcement of this Bve-Law or 

Bve-Law No. 26 mav he used by the owner for a plinth rhabvtrn ; 

(5) that the set hack required by Rules 26 and 26 will not he insisted on in case 

of a temple, church, mosque, dharamsala , grave-yard, .shrine or similar 
institutions ; 

((V) that a jhot ( i.e , a lane left for ventilation and drainage purposes, in which 
a doorway of any domestic building does not open) will not he considered 
a street or lane for the purpose of this rule, 

yfore —The maximum permissible bright of tbe building thus set back Hh'nll be reckoned an if tbe 
street was already 8 feet or J5 feet wide according to tbe circnmstaneeH. 

(Resolution No. 1, Ordinary Meeting, dated 8th August 1910.) 

29. Every room in a domestic building which is intended to he used as an inhabited 
room shall have a superficial floor area of not less than 100 square feet; and no room in 
> nv building whether tbe room is used for residential purposes or otherwise shall be less 
than 10 feet in height (internal measurement), provided- — 

(1) that no room or shop abutting on tbe bazars and tho streets 15 feet or more 

in width, or on tbe list of 16 feet streots, will be less than 12 feet in height ; 

(2) that this rule both ns regards tbe floor or height will not apply to a store- 

room, a kitchen, a privy, a dehliz, a bath-room, a JtolJti, a saihan or a 
barsati. 

31. Tbe maximum height of a building abutting op any street or lane shall be 
regulated by the width of auch street op lane, 
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.When the width of the street is less than 8 feet, the maximum height excluding the 
height of the plinth shall he 12 feet. 

When the width of the street is not less than 8 feet hut less than 15 feet, the maxi- 
mum height excluding the height of the plinth shall he 23 feet. 

When the width of the street is not less than 15 feet hut less than 25 feet, the 
maximum height excluding the height of the rdinth shall he 33 feet. 

Mh en the width of the street is not less than 25 feet hut less than 35 feet, the 
maximum height excluding the height of the plinth shall he 43 feet. 

When the width of the street is 35 feet or more, the maximum height excluding 
the height of the plinth shall he one and a half times the width of the street. 

Provided : 

(a) that if a building is to he erected on a corner plot so as to ahut on more than 
one street, the height of such building shall he regulated hv the wider 
of such streets so far as it will ahut on the narrower of such streets to a 
distance of 55 feet from the wider streets ; 

(h) that if a building is to he erected in a street opposite to the point where 
another street joins such street, the maximum height of such building 
mav he increased bv half the width of such other street; 

(o) that the Municipal Committee mav permit chimneys, minarets of mosques, 
towers of churches, temples and similar structures to he erected of a height 
exceeding the maximum height hereinbefore prescribed; 

(77) that the height of harsnfh, naihnns, kitchens, privies and mamties to he 
erected on the rear half of a building, and pnrdrth walls not exceeding 
5 feet in height shall not he taken into account when calculating the 
maximum height of (he building permissible. 

33. In the case of buildings of more than one storey, the height of each storey 
shall he not less than as follows; —

Provided that in the case of a storev or storevs added to a building, these limits 
shall not he applied to storevs which already exist and which it is not proposed to 
re-erect; provided further that this exception shall not apply to buildings in bazars. 

31. Any horizontal division of a building or room used as an inhabited room or 
rooms shall he considered to he a storey although such division does not extend over 
the whole depth or width of the building or the room. 

36. Tn everv building no stair-case shall he less than 2 feet in width, and no step 
shall have a rise of more than 10 inches or a tread of less than 9 inches measured from 
the vertical face of the rise.’’

— In pursuance of the provisions of section 240 (5) of 
the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911 (TIT of 1911), the Chief Commissioner is pleased to 
confirm his Notification No 5025-Edimntion, dated the 15th August 1922, which 
published the proposal to substitute the following rule for Rule 1 of the Election Rules 
for special constituencies in the Delhi Municipality, published with Chief Commis- 
sioner’s Notification No. 1985-Education, dated the 23rd March 1922. This rule will 
come into force with effect from the date of this Notification. 

Rvle 1.
